The questions connected with the 
advanceou it of Coahocton from a 
village of tne first class to a city of 
the second class fourth grade have 
caused endless discussion in this com- 
munity, and to settle them THE AGK 
submitted to Solicitor Joe L. Mc- 
Dowell eight questions bearing on the 
subject. After careful research and 
a vast amount of work tbe solicitor 
bas submitted comprehensive replies. 
They cover every phase ot the matter, 
and with questions and answers are 
given; 


Is Coshocton a City? - 
Coshocton Is not a city, but instead 
is a village of the first class, but ac- 
cording to the report of the governor 
auditor of state and secretary of state 
as made In compliance with section 
1617 of the Revised Statutes, which 
statute pro rides as follows: "It shall 
be the duty of the governor, auditor 
and secretary of state, or any two of 
them, at the time of ascertaining the 
ratio of representation, as required by 
the eleventh section of the eleventh 
article of the constitution, to ascer- 
tain wh it mnnicpal corporations are 
entitlea to be advanced in class or 
grade; and the report of the secretary 
of state for such year sball contain 
tbe name of each municipal corpora 
tion, its grade and class, and its pop 
ulation as ascertained by the preced- 
ing federal -census;" 
and according 
10 the stateincut made by the secre- 
tary of state in compliance with sec- 
tion 1618 of the Revised " Statutes, 
which statute provides as follows: 
'-The secretary of-state sball cause a 
statement of the corporations which 
may be so advanced, to be published 
in some newspaper in Columbus, and 
also m some newspaper pupllshed in 
each, of the cities, villages and ham- 
lets, which sball contain the required 
population to be advanced in class or 
grade, ana* a copy of said statement 
shall also be transmitted by the 
retary of state to the general assem- 
bly,-at its next session, thereafter," 
you will see that Coshocton Is entitled 
to be advanced to a city of the fourth 


of tbe second class. 


When will this chant e be made? ^ . 
Section 1619 Revised Statutes pro- 
vides as follows: "When the statement 
has been published, the council of anv 
corporation which, according to such 
statement, shall have the required 
population to be advanced to a cor- 
poration of the next higher class or | 
grade, shall have the power, at any 
time, by ordinance passed-for such 
purpose, to submit to the voters of 
the corporation, the question whether 
such 
corporation 
shall 
be 
ad- 


vanced to the class or grade of the 
next higher corporation; and such 
election shall be conducted and the 
proceedings thereafter had incase tbe 
result of the election is-in favor of 
such advancement in all respects, as 
provided in chapters three and four 
of this division." In reply to this 
question I w»uld say that the change 
will take place when council deems it 
expedient or under section 1584. 


Is it necessary to pass a resolution or or- 


dinance to bring about the change? 


In reply 1 would say that section 
1610 of the Revised Statutes provides 
that the city council shall, first pass 
an ordinance to submit to the voters 
the question of advancement. Then if 
after the question of advancement is 
submitted .to the voters at an elec- 
tion and a majority of the Voters vote 
in favor of such advancement, and the 
corporation according to the state- 
ment of the secretary of state, con- 
tains the requisite number of inhab- 
itants, as Coshocton does, the council 
shall thereupon, by resolutibn.'declare 
that the inhabitants of the corpora- 
tion of Coshocton have decided upon 
such advancement, and thereupon di- 
ract the clerk of Coshocton to certify 
the resolution to the recorder of the 
county. 


When will tbe ordinance or resolution be 


passed? . 


That is a matter or question for the 


council and the council alone to de- 
termine. 


What are the offices for a city, and how 


filed. 


Section 1707 of the Revised Statutes 


provides as follows: "Mayor, marshal!, 
city solicitor, city commissioner, all of 
whom shall be elected b> the electors: 
clerk, who shall be chosen by council: 
And the council, when in its opinion 
expedient, can create by ordinance 
the offlceof auditor, civil engineer, 
sealer of weights and measures, lire 
engineer,aad superintendent of mark- 
ets, and provide for their election or 
iippointment and compensation.1' 


Is it necessary to hold a special election 


f >r the purpose of submitting the question 
of advancement? 


Section 1019 of the Revised Statutes 
prjvules as follows: "When the state- 
ment (meaning the statement of the 
secretary of state) has been published, 
the council of any corporation which 
according to such statement abali 
bave the required population to be ad- 
vanced to a corporation of the next 
higher grade or class, shall have th* 
power, at any time, by ordinance paw- 
ed for such purpose, to submit to the 
voters of the corporation, the ques- 
tion whether such corporation sball 
be advanced to the clam or grade of 
tbe next higher corporation." 
But 
since the question of advancement ha* 
been submitted to to* voteri of Co- 


shocton at the election held Monday, 
April 1, l«tt, and at which election * 
majority of tbe voters voted In favor 
of advancement, I believe all tlut re- 
mains to be done la to have a census of 
tbe corporation taken, which census 
would be taken in compliance with 
section 1584 of tbe Be vised Statute, 
which Is aa follows: "It a major- 
ity of the voters la in favor of such 
advancement (after an election sub- 
mitting the question of advancement) 
and the corporation according to tbe 
last federal census, had not the requi- 
site population, the council shall 
forthwith cause a census to be taken 
by one or more suitable persona, of all 
the inhabitants ef such city or village 
in which census the full name of each 
person shall be plainly written, and 
thenameaalphabetically arranieed.and 
regularly numbered in one complete 
series; which census shall be verified 
before an officer authorized to admin- 
ister oaths.as lequired in section 1577, 
and tiled with the clerk of the corpor- 
ation. 
After which the council sball 
thereupon, by resolution declare that 
the inhabitants of the corporation 
have'decided on such advancement, 
and direct the clerk to certify the res- 
olution to tne recorder of the coun- 
ty." • The question arise* had Coshoc- 
ton at the time of declaring the re- 
sult uf the April election upon such 
question of advancement, according 
to" the lust preceding federal census, 
the required population; the supreme 
UilC 1CI£U1£CU £HJ|*UAil>UaUUt 
U*JW »Mfc**V.*M** 
court ol Ohio in the 55 O. S., page 117, 
has passed upon the question as to 
when the official report or abstract of 
the then preceding federal census is 
given. The decision Is as -follows: 
"Tbe 'official report' referred to, on 
which the population of a city is to be 
ascertained for,the purpose of deter- 
mining tbe class and grade to which 
it,belongs, is not the report of .the 
superintendent of the census, but the 
report of an onicer of tbe state, desig- 
nated by law LO make the report. This 
officer is the secretary of state, and 
tbe report is that which be is requit- 
ed by section 16l7,Revised Statutes.to 
make of the name of each municipal 
corporation, its grade and class, and 
its population as ascertained by. tbe 
preceding federal census." Therefore 
1 am of the opinion that it is not nec- 
essary 
to 
hold 
a special 
elec- 
tion for the 
purpose of submit- 
ting tbe question of advancement, 
»ut believe it necessary that council 
have a census taken, because at tbe 
time of the declaration of the result 
sec" of the April election upon such ques- 
tion of advancement, tbe secretary ol 
state had not until the 24th day of 
A prill901.complied with section 1618 
of the Revised Statutes In publishing 
bis statement of the official report or 
abstract Of tbe preceding federal cen- 
sus, and according to tbe decision of 
the supreme court the council must be 
guided by that official report. 


Under a city »s It necessary- to create 


wards, if f o how Is this djne? 


It Is not compulsory, but the same 


may be done by ordinance, at any reg 
ular meeting of the council when the 
corporate limits of a city or village 
are altered, extended, or reducfd, or 
the population of the corporation,•: or 
of a ward thereof, is so increased or [ 
diminished as to render, in the opin- 
ion of the council, a division or :redis- 
tricting of the corporation into wards 
or a change in the boundary of any 
ward necessary. 


How are conncilmen elected after wards 


are created, with regard to representation? 


Where corporations are advanced in 
grade or new corporations, or new 
wards created, at the tirst election for 
council, the mayor in his proclama- 
tion, sball give notice to the electors 
to vote in each ward for one member 
for one year, and.for one member for 
two years.

THE PLATT AMENDMENT EXPLAINED. 


Lfe- 


Report Submitted In Secret Session 


Hakes m Good Impression nod Iti 
Acceptance Will Be Opposed by 
Only a Few Radicals—Definite Ac- 
tion Will Be Taken doom. 
Havana, May 8.—The commission, 


_ at the secret sessl^it, presented an ex- 


tensive report of their . conferences 
witt President McKinley and Secre- 
tary Root.' aad a glowing account of 
the banquet* and,receptions tendered 
them. Senor Giberga objected to in- 
corporating an account of the social 
program In the report, hut the com- 
mission insisted upon this point ,In 
reference-to the third clause of the 
Platt amendment, the report stated 
that the United States would not inter- 
vene unless Cuba were attacked by a 
foreign power, or unless there existed 
In Cuba a condition of affairs similar 
to that which existed under Spain at 
the time of American intervention, 


Regarding coaling stations, the re 


port set forth that the places so de- 
Blred by the-United States were Capes 
Hayal and San Antonio and another 
point commanding the entrance to the 
Gulf of Mertco; these would be defi- 
nitely determined upon when drawing 
up the treaty, and that the object of 
these stations would be the mainte- 
nance of the Independence of .Cuba as 
wen as the-protection of the United 
States. The report also said that the 
United States would in no way inter- 
fere In the local government, and that 
President McKinley had promised to 
appoint a commission to meet a Cu- 
ban commission to discuss the eco- 
nomic question, and to draw up a com- 
mercial treaty as soon as the republic 
is established, and that he advised the 
Cubans In the meantime to study the 
Situation in this respect The report 
announced that: Secretary Root had 
said that tnere was nothing in the 
Platt amendment to-- prevent Cuba 
having diplomatic representatives in 
foreign countries. 


The report has evidently made a 


good impression, and only a few rad- 
icals will continue to oppose, its ac- 
ceptance. . . 


Senor Vllluenda. in an open letter 


declaring his intention to accept the 
amendment, said he flrat thought that, 
if the convention rejected the amend- 
ment, Washington • might change its 
policy, as he then believed the amend- 
ment was the work of the party. 


"I now believe." says Senor Villu- 


enda, "that the amendment is the 
work of the nation. There is no use 
in objecting to the inevitable. It is 
either annexation or a republic with 
the amendment, and I prefer the lat- 
ter. 
The United States government, 


by Insisting upon the amendment, 
shows that the Americans have chang- 
ed from their policy be'fore the war, 
and they no longer rely upon the Mon- 
roe doctrine to protect the interests 
of American republics." 


The convention will meet Thursday, 


and is'expected to take definite action 
Saturday.

Defendant Takes the Stand -In HM 


Own- Behalf. 


Cambridge, Mass., May 8.—The cli- 


max in the Eastman murder trial was 
reached when the defendant himself 
took the stand to tall •*; own story-: 
He went into no elaborate details and 
answered only the questions put to 
him by his lawyer. For two hours he 
was on the stand, giving his testimony 
as to his relations with Grogan and 
the incidents of the day of the shoot-' 
Ing. 
He declared that the shooting j 


was an accident and that up to last 
October he hud always believed that 
it was the old rim-fire, pistol that dis- 
charged the bullet which killed his 
brother-in-law. 


The ' struggle which followed, he 


said, was for the possession of the 
center-fire pistol, which Grogan had in j 
his hand. Eastman said that he went! 
to Grogan first to assist him, and then,' 
because of the expression on his face, j 
to get the weapon away from him. He 
said that there was so much noise j 
and confusion in the struggle that he 
could not recall how many times Gro- 
gan's revolver went off, but that it did 
go off he was almost certain; He did 
not know how he received his own 
wound, and said he did everything 
possible after the affair to assist Gro- 
gan to the house, and was prostrated 
with grief when he found that he was 
dying. 


The cross-examination was not fin- 


ished when court adjourned for the 
day.

Leavenworth,' Kan.. May 8. — A 


daughter of. G. W. Boi lie. an employe 
of the state penitentiary, while gath- 
ering-mushrooms near Lansing, was 
knocked senseless by. a blow' on the 
head, after which she was assaulted 
and her body thrown, into an old well. 
The name of her assailant is unknown. 
She regained consciousness, reached 
the surface and. went home, where she 
told of the crime, dying shortly after- 
ward.

Baltimore, May 8. — It is learned

Meeting Addressed toy Leaden In 


Unionism and Finance, the Burden 
of Their Remarks JBeing That Con- 
ciliation Is a Pauaceit For All Ills 
That Afflict the Industrial World. 
New York, May 8.—Conciliation as 


*. means of maintaining industrial 
peace between labor and capital was 
discussed by leaders of unionism and 
finance at the chamber of commerce. 
The meeting was arranged by the in- 
dustrial department of the National 
Civic Federation.,and all of the con- 
tributors to the symposium were lead- 
ers in their several fields of activity. 
They met upon common ground, and 
were a unit in the hope that strife 
would be eliminated from the r<s!a; 
tioris of employer and toiler and a per- 
petual truce declared. 
- - • - " ' . • • 


Samuel Qompers presided, arid In 


Opening the meeting expressed the 
hope that a new epoch had come In 
the relations of labor and capital. "We 
want industrial peace, but not at the 
sacrifice of any of the elements of 
manhood," he said. "The increased 
growth of-the organization-of labor 
has brought greater 
responsibility. 


The work is going ahead actively, 
however, and we are meeting our prob- 
lems in a practical way. We are deal- 
ing with living men and living women 
and living children in the hope of bet- 
tering .all. The laboring people insist 
that they be regarded as something 
more than wage-earners. They are 
men with rights' and hopes, and aspi- 
rations and love." 


Bishop Potter expressed his gratifi- 


cation at the growth of the spirit of 
conciliation. He noted a growth of 
intelligence 
an* 
open-mindedncss 


among workmen, and said that upon 
it could be built the highest hope for 
the future. He added that'at the'same 
time there was a greater interest man- 
ifested on the part of employers in the 
lives and conditions of their men. He 
praised the humanity of American di- 
plomacy in China, and said that it of- 
fered a splendid example for emula- 
tion. "If you rise to this opportunity," 
he said, "you will set the world an- 
other example that it will be your 
privilege to remember with pride all 
of your lives." 


John Mitchell said that he was for 


peace because he had known the 
bruises of war. "The relations of la- 
bor and capital," he said, "are purely 
a business proposition. There ia no 
sentiment in it. Peace is better for 
both, and f am for peace if we can 
have an honorable peace. I believe 
there never would be strikes if the em 
plovers and employes could meet in 
fair conference. If we could have got 
a hearing last year the great coal 
strike would have been avoided.' He 
said the public was a party to every 
strike and should be' consulted. 


Charles R. Flint, the capitalist, Mas 


humorously Introduced as the walking 
delegate of the American Rubber com- 
pany, who worked 14 hours a day. He 
expressed his confidence in the good 
that would come of closer relationship 
between labor and capital. He ex- 
haustively reviewed the export trade 
of the country and the accomplish- 
ments of the skilled American laborer, 
and said that In this, the greatest in- 
dufetrial evolution the world had ever 
known, there was no room for strife 
between American labor and Ameri- 
can capital. 


Daniel J. Kcefe said that concilia- 


tion was more acceptable than arbitra- 
tion, for in the labor system there,had 
to be a decision defeating one side or 
the other. 


Herman Justi said in commencing: 


"Under the old dispensation employer 
and toiler sought for differences; un- 
der the new dispensation they seek 
points of agreement." He related the 
experience In Illinois with a policy of 
conciliation, and said that it hud 
worked excellently. "I hop* this is 
the beginning of a great movement.

Presidential Party Visit a Gold Mine

the Blue Tank

Phoenix, A. T.. May 8—The presi- 


dential party spent an interesting day 
in Arizona. The blue sky, bright sun- 
shine and invigorating air afforded the 
party much relief after tlie not and 
dusty ride of the day before. The two 
hours in the morning at the Congress 
gold mine, in the Blue Tank moun- 
tains, were replete with incidents ?nd 
were thoroughly enjoyed. A large 
American flag was draped across the 
tunnel through which the president 
passed, and after he emerged he toid 
the little group of miners that he had 
seen Old Glory floating from tower 
and statehouse and warship in many 
different places, but that never before 
had he seen the American flag 1,500 
feet under ground. 


Leaving the rich mining section In 


the mountains, 4,000 feet above the sea 
level, the train dropped down into the 
green Salt River valley, which is 
called the garden spot of Arizona, and 
was reclaimed by irriga'tion. 
, 


Passing through New Mexico and in 


Arizona the cow punchers _, at 
the 


stops along the route inquired where 
"Teddy" was. Many of the vice presi- 
dent's rough riders during the Spanish 
war were recruited in this section, 
and there was much disappointment 
that he was not in the party. 


On the way to Phoenix the tire of 


one of the wheels of the engine tender 
became loose, and for the first um^ 
since the long journey began the tele- 
grapher with the train was compelled 
to climb a pole to tap a wire- 


About 20 miles outside of Phoenis 


the party saw from the car windows 
the government agricultural experi- 
ment station, to whicn Secretary "Wil- 
son a year ago sent 40 date palms, 
which had been brought out of the 
Tripoli deserts on the backs of camels. 
The palms are doing well and much is 
expected of them in the southwest. 


The accident to the locomotive ten- 


der delayed the arrival of the train at 
Phoenix two hours, and somewhat dis- 
arranged the program there. Never- 
theless the party received a rousing 
welcome. Governor Murphy and the 
territorial ofllcers had met the party 
at the Congress mine and accompa- 
nied them back to Phoenix. At the 
station the territorial militia, a com- 
pany of cowboys on bronchos, 
and 


some of the friendly Plma and Mari- 
copa Indians joined in the wildly en- 
thusiastic reception. The party wa-.. 
driven to the Adams hotel for lunch 
eon, and afterwards was escorted to 
the territorial capitol. where the for-1 
mal exercises took place.

St. Louis, May 8.—Gustave Baare, 


60, bailiff of the St Louis school board 
and an ex-representative in the state 
legislature, was shot and instantly 
killed at h.s home by his daughter, 
Ida N., 20. who then turned the re- 
volver upon herself, inflicting a wound 
from which she died in two minutes.
